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GENERAL ASSISTANCE ORDINANCE 


(Work for Welfare) 


An otherwise eligible person capable of working 
may be required to perform work for the Town of Pal- 
ermo as a condition of receiving general assistance. This 
work will be subject to the following provisions: 


a) No person shall, as a condition of general assist- 
ance eligibility, be required to do any amount of work 
that exceeds the value of the net general assistance that 
the person would otherwise receive under municipal 
general assistance standards. Any person performing 
work under this subsection shall be provided with net 
general assistance the value of which is earned at a rate 
of at least the state’s minimum wage. 


b) In no case shall eligible persons performing work 
under this subsection replace regular municipal em- 
ployees. 


c) In no case shall work performed under this sub- 
section interfere with an eligible person’s: 
1) existing employment; 
2) ability to follow up on a bonafide job offer; or 
3) attendance at an interview for possible employ- ° 
ment. . 


d) In no case shall eligible persons be required to 
perform work beyond his/her capabilities. However 
when an illness or disability is claimed, an eligible per- 
son may be required as a condition for receiving assist- 
ance to present a doctor’s statement detailing the extent 
of the disability or illness. | 
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e) In no case shall an eligible person with an 
immediate need be required to perform work under this 
subsection prior to receiving general assistance. The 
administrator shall meet immediate needs upon receiving 
written assurance from the eligible person that he/she 
is willing to work for the assistance received. Work shall 
be performed prior to receiving general assistance when 
the payment for such work can be provided in time to 
meet an eligible persons needs. 


f) Expenses related to work performed under this 
subsection by an eligible person shall be considered in 
determining the amount of net general assistance to be 
provided to the person. 


g) An otherwise eligible person who refuses a 
suitable job offer under this subsection without just cause 
shall be ineligible for general assistance for a period 
of up to 60 days. This person may become eligible during 
this period of time if he/she becomes employed. The 
administrator shall consider refusal of a suitable job 
offer to include: 


1) Not showing up for work. 

2) Leaving work without notification before time 
completed. 

3) Below average work performance. The super- 
visor shall document work performance by 
indicating the nature of the work to be com- 
pleted, the average time required for such 

’ work and the time the eligible person requires 
for performing such work. 


h) In no ease shall an eligible person be required 
to work for more than 40 hours per week. An eligible 
person who has full or part-time employment shall he 
exempt from the work requirement to the extent that 
the work requirement in combination with his/her 
regular employment exceeds 40 hours per week. 
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i) Failure of an otherwise eligible person to accept 
a suitable job offer under this subsection shall not affect 
the general assistance eligibility of any member of the 
person’s household who is not capable of working, in- 
cluding at least: 


1) a dependent minor child; 

2) an elderly, ill or disabled person; and 

3) a person whose presence is required in order 
to provide care for any child under the age of 6 years 
or for any ill or disabled member of the household. 


j) In administering the work requirement the ad- 
ministrator will provide that: 


1) General assistance for work performed by 
an eligible person shall be itemized separately 
in reports to the Commissioner of Human 
Services and included in the reimbursable net 
general assistance costs (see 22 MRSA 4499) 
Uniform forms for record-keeping shall be 
prepared by the administrator. 


2) Eligible persons assigned to a work program 
will sign a work order that has been read to 
them so that they will understand the condi- 
tions of their general assistance. The work 
order shall detail the amount of time eligible 
persons need to work to meet their needs and’ 
the type of work that they are being re- 
quested to perform.

To the Citizens of Palermo: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my Annual Report 
as Superintendent of Schools. 


During school year 1981-82 a decision was made by 
the school committee to provide released-time for the 
principalship position. It was also decided to seek an 
individual whose career objective was toward adminis- 
tration. Ultimately, Brian Smith was hired to be principal 
and to teach part time. Mr. Smith is a graduate of the 
University of Maine and has completed work toward his 
masters degree in school administration. 


In the several months since the 1982-83 school year 
began there have been many changes in organization and 
curriculum. The most important change was the decision 
to extend the teaching hours of Ms. Philbrook to permit 
the large grade 1-2 class to be divided into two separate 
classrooms. Also of significance is the addition of a part 
time music position to the school program. 


Palermo, along with the other schools in Union 51, 
has continued to contribute to and participate in several 
important improvement activities. Of most importance 
is the implimentation of a uniform curriculum in all 
grades K-8 and the development of a testing program 
to monitor student progress and the curriculum itself. 
Additionally, the school staff has participated in a greatly 
improved in-service program which is now functioning 
on an on-going basis in the Union. Unionwide student 
enrichment activities in music, mathematics league, 
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science fair and public speaking continue to develop 
nicely. Currently, the issue of transition to high school 
and the inter-relationship between our schools and the 
various receiving high schools is being examined. 


On behalf of the Union staff, I wish to express my 
thanks and appreciation to the School Committee, Select- 
men, staff and townspeople for their continued fine 


cooperation.

To the Citizens of Palermo: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my fourth Annual 
Report as Superintendent of Schools. 

The 1983-84 school year to date has been productive 
and rewarding. Results on achievement tests adminis- 
tered in the fall of 1983 indicate that the overall level 
of student achievement at the Palermo School is good 
and improving. This can be attributed, in part, to the 
existance of a solid core-curriculum which has been 
painstakingly developed by teachers and others from 
throughout the Union. Credit also must go to the com- 
mitted and hard-working teachers at the school and the 
fine educational leadership of Principal Smith. 

During the past fall the School Committee submitted 
our application for preliminary construction approval 
to the Department of Education and Cultural Services. 
Recently, it was learned the Palermo’s application was 
denied approval by a very narrow margin due to a higher 
than usual number of applications from towns through- 
out the state who have conditions deemed to be more 
critical than ours. All indications are that approval will 
be likely in February, 1985. Until facilities are improved 
and enlarged at the school, the ability to make truly 
meaningful curriculum improvements will continue to 
be stifled. 

On behalf of the school and Union staff, I wish to 
express my thanks and appreciation to the School Com- 
mittee, Selectmen, and Townspeople for their continued 
fine cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
UNION #51 


To the Citizens of Palermo: 


The past six months as Superintendent of School Union #51] have been 
busy and very enlightening. Linda Leotsakos, Principal of Chelsea Elemen- 
tary School, and Marc S. Curtis, Principal of Jefferson Village School, the 
two administrators with experience in Union 51, have been of great assis- 
tance for those of us who are new. 

The Curriculum Guide that was compiled during the prior two years con- 
tinues to be revised by the Curriculum Steering Committee of Union 51 
under the direction of Linda Leotsakos and Marc Curtis. Testing designed 
specifically for this new Curriculum Guide was administered to Union 5] 
pupils in the spring of ’84. The curriculum and testing results obtained are 
being evaluated and correlated in terms of pupil progress and curriculum 
strengths and weaknesses. This endeavor is without a doubt the most im- 
portant education effort of your schools. 

All school buildings appear to be in good repair, meet OSHA standards 
and are clean. Even though some of the buildings physically limit program 
expansion, the educational programs are adequate enough to meet the 
basic requirements. An ongoing 5 to 10 year maintenance program should 
be adopted and budgeted accordingly to allow an appropriate yearly fund- 
ing level for the remaining educational programs. 

At my interview session of July, 1984, a concern for the relationship be- 
tween our elementary schools and the area secondary schools was ex- 
pressed. This topic has been a frequent agenda item of the principals’ 
meetings and also many one-on-one discussions. The thrust of our efforts at 
this point keys in on the students’ anxieties. Student Council actions, 
speech contests, drama and other activities on a Union 51 basis are being 
discussed. Increased use of prior Union’51 students has been investigated 
and are in use. Increased communications between our schools and the 
high school guidance people are being attempted. Finally, some mechan- 
ism such as a survey for teacher input concerning our students’ readiness, 
strengths or weaknesses, is being developed. Eventually a meeting of all 
administrators involved with our students, including the private schools, 
might be attempted to review our findings. 


— 
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Adult education under the direction of Nancy Cooper, a teacher at the 
Jefferson Village School, now has a citizens-at-large advisory committee. 
An attempt to determine adult needs through a personal survey has been 
completed. Keeping in mind what is currently available through other adult 
programs in the area, the first assessment indicates a need of expansion of 
our own adult education activities. The present program now services only 
the Adult Basic Education and General Education Development interest. 
Enrichment classes along with course credit for high school diploma is 
planned and a budget will be available for your review. 

The recent legislation in the fall of 84 on education continues to be 
reviewed for any required changes for Union 51. The finance section of the 
law has some implications educationally and for the most part requiring 
less local tax effort. 

Efforts in child abuse awareness and intervention has progressed to a for- 
mal inservice program for Union 51 whereby approximately 12 teachers 
are involved. The inservice began in January and will hopefully be the be- 
ginning resource for other staffand parents whenever the need arises. Jean 
Eaton, Director of Special Services, has carried the plans forth as basically 
planned and outlined by Roy Bishop. 

I particularly want to thank the town officials for their patience and under- 
standing during the past six months as the superintendent’s office staff has 
and continues to convert the Union 51 accounting to a newly written com- 
puter program. It is hoped to have the program in place and operational by 
July 1, 1985. Meanwhile, it is necessary to maintain a manual accounting 
procedure as a back-up. 

A new full-time special education teacher for children with specific learn- 
ing disabilities is now in place at the school. 

The Building Committee is actively involved in the required steps to get 
the approval for a $600,000 addition to the school. The addition hopefully 
will include a multi-purpose room for school and town needs, a school 
library, and added classroom space. The educational program will be 
broader and more flexible. 

On behalf of the school and Union staff, we have enjoyed and do ap- 
preciate the excellent cooperation of the School Committee, Selectmen, 
and townspeople.

tightening controls over gasoline storage tanks. Particular emphi- 
sis was placed on reform to the worker’s compensation system. 
We continued to address improving education in Maine by man- 
aging our educational resources more wisely and skillfully. 

By law the Second Regular Session of the 112th Legislature 
must adjourn by April 16, 1986. The Constitution limits considera- 
tion at the Second Session to budgetary matters, emergency 
legislation, and bills proposed by the Governor. 

An effective Legislature depends on the communication 
between the lawmaker and the people he or she represents. In 
order to do my job well I must know how you feel on the issues. 
Copies of all bills introduced in the Legislature are mailed weekly 
to the town clerk. A Weekly Legislative report is mailed to many 
town officials (please let me know if you wish to receive this listing 
of bills introduced and enacted into law). 

While the Legislature is in session I can néarly always be 
reached by calling the House of Representatives at 289-1400 (or 
toll-free at 1-800-423-2900) or at my home, 845-2704. In addition, I 
am available in Palermo as often as my legislative schedule 
permits. ; 

Many helpful publications are available from state agencies at no 
cost. I will be pleased to obtain copies for you and also I will gladly 
send you copies of any bills or laws that may be of interest to you. 
If you have problems dealing with or have questions about state 
agencies, give me a call or write me a note. As your Representa- 
tive, | want to be of help whenever and however possible. 

It is an honor for me to represent you in Augusta. Your 
willingness to share your opinions with me is deeply appreciated. 
All comments are needed and welcomed.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
UNION #51 


The completion of six months as Superintendent of Schools 
does not provide a broad base on which to fully analyze the 
status of education in School Union #51. This process will take 
a much longer period of time and involve a large number of 
people. In these six months I have worked to familiarize myself 
with each community, to provide leadership for improving 
Union procedures, and to begin to develop a long range plan 
for each town and the Union as a whole. 


Through the Joint Committee’s foresight the administra- 
tion of the Union is workable because of hiring Marc Curtis as 
Assistant Superintendent. This position allows for improved 
coverage and direction in the development of curriculum, the 
evaluation of staff, the evaluation of programs, the training of 
staff, negotiations, building programs, the recruiting and hir- 
ing of staff, and the development of budgets utilizing a team - 
approach. 


It is important to note that this year the implementation of 
new legislation has created three areas of importance which 
must be addressed as they will have great impact on the 
delivery of educational services. These are: . 


1. The requirement to develop a long range plan which > 
includes a yearly “School Improvement Plan”. 


2. The new teacher certification legislation which will pro- 
vide for a high level of teacher involvement in teacher 
supervision and improvement. 


3. Yearly statewide testing which must be considered in the 
evaluation of school programs. | 


Each of these require both teacher time and in at least two 
of them teacher training. All, if utilized properly, can improve 
education at the local level. Our task is to utilize them to 
maximize their effect on our young people’s education. 
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There are many positive things happening in this Union. 
These include: 


1. A well developed curriculum document which is being 
evaluated on an ongoing basis. 


2. Tests in place which are drawn on Union curriculum 
goals. 


3. A strong special services program for students with 
learning and physical handicaps. 


4. An emphasis on the improvement of the writing process. 
5. Apilot project to implement the teacher certification law. 
6. A strong professional staff. 

7. A dedicated support staff. 

Areas which are of current concern include; 


1. Increased budget requests which reflect higher staff 
salaries, State mandates, and need for improved servi- 
ces. There will be a great impact on 1986-87 budgets due 
to a lack of July 1, 1986 balances. 


2. The high rate of attrition of Union #51 secondary school 
students as well as the need to more closely monitor all 
secondary school students’ progress. 


3. The development of improved staff supervision and 
evaluation. 


4. Improving inadequate library and media services. 


While this position is challenging from an organizational and 
educational standpoint, it is now a more manageable one. The 
ability to work cooperatively with the Assistant Superintend- 
ent and Special Services Director allows the Superintendent 
to be more than a “caretaker”. Programs and personnel can 
be monitored, research done, and recommendations made as 
to educational improvements. While this leads to more cen- 
tralized control, it also provides a much better ability to pro- 
vide assistance to teachers, building administrators, and 
school committees. 
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The first six months have been very enjoyable. I would like 
to thank all of you for your assistance, cooperation, and 
concern.

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REPORT OF THE PALERMO PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board held monthly and special public meetings to 
act upon Shoreland and Sub-Division applications. The Board voted 
to upgrade several lots of the Palermo Associates Sub-Division to be 
eligible for seasonal dwellings with a Primitive system. Also permits 
were granted for 9 houses and cottages on land fronting Sheepscott 
Lake and River. Permits were issued for two Sub-Divisions. Roger 
and Sally Hoffman a ten lot Sub-Division on land fronting 
Sheepscott Lake and a 14 lot Sub-Division off the Parmenter Road 
for Steve Brown. Rebecca Seele, a lawyer, from the State Planning 
Office came to the Town Office one evening for a question and 
answer program. Planning Board members, Appeals Board 
members and interested townspeople attended. 


At this writing the Board is preparing an amendment to the Shore- 
land Zoning Ordinance to be presented to the town for approval. On

No. 5 Structures will be located under the following cgnditions: 
75 feet from the high water mark and to be measured horizontally 
and 10 feet from the lot liens. 


The State Board of Registration for Land Land Surveyors has 
requested Rule 12 of their Rules and Regulations be incorporated in 
our Sub-Division and Multi-Family Ordinance. Basically this means 
Developers and their Surveyors would adhere to procedures 
eliminating future boundary disputs. A copy of Rule 12 will be dis- 
tributed with the town reports.

UNION #51 


The initial period of adjustment has ended with the completion of a 
little more than one year as Superintendent of School Union #51. The 
past year provided a good opportunity to begin to understand the com- 
plexity of the Union organization and to review the individual needs of 
each community. 


The many State mandates have done much to put pressure on all in 
education and from a fiscal standpoint on the community in general. 
Last year hundreds of hours were spent in developing the School 
Improvement Plans. These are an attempt to set goals and establish 
priorities to reach the goals. These were completed on time and will be 
the basis for meeting regulations established by the State. The plan for 
Palermo is available at the Palermo Consolidated School and the super- 
intendent’s office for those interested in reading it. 


Throughout the Union we are seeing overcrowding as new programs 
are established and as populations shift. At all schools we are seeing 
class sizes above the state maximum of 25. In addition, the combina- 
tion of grade levels in the same classroom is being attacked by parents, 
dissatisfied for social and academic reasons. Palermo has moved to 
meet this problem with the completion of the new addition. The addi- 
tion is both functional and attractive. In addition, the older sections of 
the building have been partially renovated. The community can be justly 
proud of its building as it holds its first town meeting in the all purpose 
room. 


Teacher evaluation and certification are two issues where we have 
had to direct our attention. The Palermo staff has held preliminary 
meetings to work to meet the requirements of the certification law; but 
many more hours will be needed to complete the project. 


‘The evaluation and development of curriculum has received much 
attention over the past three years. While the writing program 
developed has been well received, we must certainly monitor it to deter- 
mine its effectiveness. Math, science, and health are curricular areas 
being reviewed and evaluated. Social studies will be the next area for 
development and work has commenced in January. Programs have 
been expanded in physical education and science. It is very apparent 
that at no time can we say that the curriculum is completed. 
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At the central office level we have seen some real problems as the 
financial management system has taken three years to be completed. 
This has left our bookkeeping staff far behind due to incomplete data 
entry, the necessity of keeping two sets of books, and a complete turn- 
over of staff. . 


This year has also seen two studies which effect Union #51 organiza- 
tion. The failure to support the establishment of a 7-12 CSD Jr.-Sr. 
High School has been a contributing factor in Chelsea’s decision to con- 
sider merging with SAD #16. Chelsea’s concern for grade 7-12 students 
has led it to request approval of a merger from the local taxpayers and 
the State Board of Education. This will have a negative effect on the 
Union as Chelsea supplies 26% of the income for Union operations. 
The Whitefield School Committee has utilized the services of Maine 
School Management, the service organization for the Maine School 
Boards Association, to study the possibility of leaving School Union 
Zol6 


In the State Assessment, SRA, and Union testing a great deal of base- 
line data has been collected. We are now in a position to better measure 
our current status, areas of weakness, and growth as it occurs. Through 
a commitment by the Administrative Team, testing is being used to 
evaluate the curriculum. Only through careful study of this data can we 
make the time and expense of testing justifiable. 


These programs have been successful and demonstrate the positive 
nature of small schools working together. Areas which need addressing 
more fully include: 


1. Development of gifted and talented programs. 

2. Improving programs in the fine arts. 

3. Development of guidance & social services. 

4. Improved teacher evaluation and implementation of teacher sup- 
port training to meet the new State teacher certification law. 


We have been most fortunate during the past twoyears to have Marc 
Curtis and Bill Konzal as Assistant Superintendents. Both were people 
and task oriented. This position is a key to improved educational oppor- 
tunities and without it the central office would have to shift more respon- 
sibilities to the building principals. Palermo has been most fortunate to 
have an outstanding Principal, Rosemary Foster, and a highly profes- 
sional staff. It has been a great experience to work with them. 
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The past eighteen months have been rewarding to me as | have en- 
joyed working with all school committee members, building committee 
members, school staff, and community members. In addition, | would 
like to express my thanks to Ruth Kopp, Helen Henderson and Judy 
Gifford for their hard work and loyalty to Union #51. 


One of the main goals of the Union office has been to develop pro- 
grams which are strengthened by group participation. These have 


included: 
1. Group bidding and purchasing. 
2. Library development and supervision. 
3. Inservice training. 
4. Curriculum development in computer ed., writing, & social 
science. 
5. Improving secondary education opportunities including the limit- 
ing of student dropouts. 
6. Providing guidance & psychological services. 
7. Providing enrichment activities in areas such as drama, public 
speaking, music, and math league. 
8. Evaluation of current programs through grade and subject area 
meetings.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
UNION #51 
1987 - 1988 


The role of the Superintendent of Schools is a complex and time- 
consuming one. This is particularly true in School Union # 51. While 
most Superintenents serve only one School Committee, this position 
multiplies the responsibilities six times. The total budget is over $6.3 
million, 168 individuals are employed, and 1,940 students are ser- 
viced. In the study presented to the Union Joint School Committee in 
September, it was reported that a total of 151 night meetings were 
attended in a 12-month period. This represents 82% of the available 
nights, Monday through Thursday. 


This year has seen the hiring of five new principals with the accom- 
panying need to provide support and assistance. Palermo has been 
fortunate to have an experienced individual, Rosemary Foster, as 
principal. To assist in this transitionary period a new system of admin- 
istrative evaluation has been developed which has established a better 
definition of the Principals’ responsibilities. In addition, the teacher 
evaluation procedure has been revised. 


The State Educational Reform Act of 1984 continues to place pres- 
sure on all Maine schools. In particular, the changes in teacher certifi- 
cation; the requirements in guidance, fine arts, library, and gifted and 
talented education; and the limitations on class size are requiring major 
increases in staffing and funding. Our schools will fully meet the re- 
quirements necessary to certify our staff as well as the class size require- 
ments. The other areas are another question. These programs are ex- 
pensive and will require a great commitment by each community. To 
meet these requirements a gradual development of programs is neces- 
sary, spreading increased staff and costs over a three-to-five-year 
period. 

In the area of curriculum the need to refine the writing program has 


been addressed with the development of a stronger grammar compon- 
ent. Social studies is currently under study and grade five students are 
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now experiencing the first portion of the revised curriculum. Music has 
been made a priority but at this time no school except Palermo has any 
sort of a visual arts program. Library skills have been a priority issue and 
through the hard work of Marilyn Stumpff, in coordination with Susan 
Wilson, the library program is in place. The library has been open to the 
community during the past summer and it is hoped that this service can 
be expanded. 


Other areas which are currently under review include: 

1. The improvement of the program for students in grades 5 - 8 
recognizing the needs of adolescents. Both Betty Glidden and 
Mary Jane Coleman attended the weeklong Middle School 
Institute at the University of Maine last summer. 

2. Researching and developing and appropriate screening and edu- 
cational program for early childhood education. Ms. Foster has 
been chairman of the Union #51 Committee studying this area. 

3. Studying current facility needs and proposing means to meet 
overcrowding problems. 

4. Continuing to look at all possible means to improve opportunities 
for secondary school students as well as related transportation 
issues. Erskine Academy is currently studying the effect of sub- 
sidizing transportation for all Union #51 towns. 


During the past year we have been fortunate to have had the services 
of Jori Rynberg who has served as Home School Coordinator for 
Project Red Line. This project, partially funded by a Maine Innovative 
Education Grant has worked to develop a means to cut secondary 
school dropouts and to assist students in making wise choices by work- 
ing with parents, students, and receiving high schools. It has shown the 
value of school guidance services. 


School Union #51 has been well served by William Knozal, Assistant 
Superintendent, and Jean Eaton, Special Education Director, as they 
have worked to improve education opportunities for all Union #51 
students. Through the past year we have been ably assisted by Ruth 
Kopp, Helen Henderson, and Judy Gifford as members of the Central 
Office staff. 


I wish to thank all Palermo School Committee Members for their 
dedication and support over the past year.

HOW KWL UTILIZES TOWN GRANT FUNDS 


Town monies are used primarily to offset the cost of subsidized care to 
the citizens of the three counties who are uninsured and / or are unable 
to pay the full cost of home health services they receive. KWL delivers 
“free care” to about 3% of its total caseload each year. This care in- 
cludes the total cost of all supplies needed by the patient. 


Town funds assure that all home bound patients in the three county 
area may receive home health services, regardless of the ability to pay 
for these services.

The Town of Palermo is contingently liable on a School Note with 
original amount of $600,000.00, payable at the rate of $120,000.00 for 
a term of five years, plus interest. The funds to pay this obligation are re- 
ceived from the State, there are no Town Funds involved. 


INTERNAL CONTROL 

Any system of internal control can not guaranty absolute assur- 
ance.

LIENS 

It has been the practice of the Town to record tax liens at the tax 
balance plus interest. This in effect makes an incomplete entry be- 
cause the gross lien and interest is shown as an asset but the income is 
not reflected in income until cash is received.

Resolution Supporting Property Tax Reform. 

WHEREAS Property Taxes statewide have rise 
significantly during the last ten years, and are a concern 
to the citizens of our community; and, 

WHEREAS Property Taxes are the most regressive 
taxes because people earning less income must pay a 
larger share of their income on Property Taxes than do: 
people with higher incomes; and, ;

As a result of registration, 
there is a 150 foot setback requirement from the farmland for the 
following: residence, well, school yard, commercial dispensation or 
eating of food. Also changes were made to the Farm Tax Law as 
follows: minimum acreage required was reduced from 10 acres 
down to 5 acres, the Department of Agriculture shall prepare values 
to assist assessors in valuing the various categories of farmland in the 
State, and the penalty determinations were changed to encourage 
farmers to use the program. Additional information is available at the 
Town Office for farmers interested in the new laws.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board met 15 times in 1988 for meetings and 
special meetings to act upon applications for Sub-Divisions and 
shoreland building. Permits for several decks and additions, three 
houses, three year round cottages, one camp and one workshop 
were granted. Eight Sub-Divisions were approved: Hoffman and 
Temple with thee lots, Beaver Ridge (formerly Grace Bronn pro- 
perty) fourteen lots, Palermo Esplandes (Chisolmn Pond area) six 
lots, L. Adams and Partners (on Rt. 3) three lots, Arrowtread Acres 
(Mud Pond area) eight lots, W. Bleeker (Leemans Arm) six lots, 
Beech Pond Estates (formerly David Shorey property) four lots, 
Sandy Cove Estates (formerly the Kallman property) sixteen lots, 
with a combined total of 60 lots. 


The Opinion Survey entered as centerfold in the 1987 Town 
Report drew only 45 responses. The survey was revised and simpli- 
fied. Board members and volunteers hand delivered a copy to each 
person 18 or over in town. A copy was mailed to each non-resident 
tax payer. Results of this survey are not known at this time. However 
a partial report may be ready for town meeting. 
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The town has been approved for a grant of $12,098.00 but in 
order to receive it the town must raise $4,033.00 as its share. 


On April 19, 1988 the Legislature passed Growth Management 
Legislation which mandates local comprehensive planning and im- 
plementation programs consistent with state goals. The State goals 
include: to encourage orderly growth and development in appropri- 
ate areas to plan for, finance and develop public facilities and ser- 
vices, to promote job opportunities, to encourage affordable 
housing, to protect the State’s water resources, to protect critical 
resources, to protect historic and archeological resources and to pro- 
mote the availablity of outdoor recreation opportunities. A Compre- 
hensive Plan will inventory and assess the data from which the town 
can develop policies to protect and better manage natural resources 
and growth in Palermo. The citizens of Palermo will be asked to assist 
in this process so a plan can be in place by Jan. 1, 1993. 


Members this year are Edward Pollard, Chairman; Madeleine 
Haskell, Secretary; Anne Littlefield, Dale Glendenning and Kathy 
Fuller. Dean Willoughby and John Bradstreet are the Alternates. 
Kathy Fuller became a member of the board in April. She has 
worked for the Augusta Planning Board for several years and has 


agreed to lead us through the process of compiling a Comprehensive 
Plan. 


The Board meets on the first Tuesday of the month at the town 
office. Everyone is welcome to attend.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
SCHOOL YEAR 1988-89 


The report of the Superintendent of Schools is usually a dry 
review of the statistics and happenings of the school year. This year’s 
report is an attempt to highlight the several immediate problems 
which are facing Palermo. 


Changes in the demands of society and the imminent growth of 
the community has created a need to plan for long term solutions to 
meet student needs. In four of the Union #51 towns, planning com- 
mittees have been formed to review the options and to make recom- 
mendations for facilities. Palermo has had representation when these 
facilities planning committees have met. Because of the recent addi- 
tion, the space needs found in other area towns is not a major pro- 
blem for Palermo. Palermo’s concerns center around providing a 
more diversified and challenging curriculum for our students. The 
programs in our school have been improved over the past few years 
with the addition of programs including physical education, music, 
science instruction, guidance, and some computer use. However, 
there are a number of areas of weekness. These include limited or 
nonexistent programs for students in foreign language, visual arts, 
home economics, industrial arts, alternative education, and gifted 
and talented education. Palermo’s school library is adequate to serve 
the student population with print materials but computers and other 
technological methods are not fully available. Current society is very 
dependent on technology and in most Union #51 schools only 
limited resources are available. Society is not the same as in our 
youth and our schools have not fully appreciated these changes. 


Society has also changed in ways other than technological. The 
family structure has changed with single parent families, multiple 
family homes, both parents working outside the home, dysfunctional 
families, and drug and alcohol abuse. These changes have put an 
additional burden on the public schools. Children have less super- 
vision, more family turmoil, less security, and more emotional pro- 
blems than any past generation of children. To meet this need the 
schools have had to institute expanded guidance and psychological 


services. Teachers and administrators have had to receive more. 


education in dealing with “at risk youth” and alternative programs 
have had to be developed because the classroom as we knew it can 
not adequately handle this type of student. 


ans 
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The problems of inadequate educational programs, changing 
technology, and a changing society are important issues to consider 
in the development of a long range plan for our school. The role of 
planning in developing program improvements, developing facilities, 
and providing for the psychological iieeds of our students has been 
long neglected in our Union. The need to look at more than what is 
forced on our schools through mandate or to meet current problems 
of growth in population must be addressed. No matter what in- 
dividuals say about retaining the status quo, there can be no return to 
the past nor an ignoring of the need to provide programs which meet 
the needs of today’s students. 


In each of our local schools our teachers and administrators are 
stretched to the breaking point by the demands of a changing 
society, limited facilities, higher expectations for performance, new 
initiatives such as certification of teachers at the local level, and 
student problems unheard of twenty years ago such as child abuse. 
How can we meet these demands? It will only be through long range 
planning, cooperation between communities, and increased time for 
staff professional development. In order to have the most education- 
al impact the trend toward cooperation among communities must 
continue. Small schools and local control are important ideals but 
must not be used as an excuse to do nothing. 


The State of Maine has prepared a document “Report Card For 
Maine Schools” which is a report on the status of each local school 
system in Maine. Our office has made some additions and clarifi- 
cations to the report card which will update the information provided 
from the State. This report card will be available at Town Meeting 
and at Palermo School. Please pick up a copy so that you will have 
access to the statistics relating to your school. 


The Town of Palermo has been served well by it’s school com- 
mittee. Few are aware of the time and effort that go into serving on a 
school committee, a role with no personal gain. I would also like to 
thank Clair Bradstreet and Anna Pollard for their many courtesies 
over the past several years. Also School Union #51 has been well 
served by the office staff; Ruth Kopp, Helen Henderson, and 
Martha Allen. Thank you to all those who have worked so hard to 
provide a good education for the children of Palermo.

SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

The Town of Palermo maintains its accounting records on the 
modified accrual basis. The only items recorded before receipt is the 
Town Budget. Other items of revenue and expense are recognized 
as they are received and disbursed. 


CONTINGENT LIABILITY 

The Town of Palermo is contingently liabled on a school note at 
the Shawmut Bank with an original amount of $600,000.00, amor- 
tized at the rate of $120,000.00 annually for a term of five years. 
The money to make these payments is received as pass through 
funds from the State. Town funds are not used. 


INTERNAL CONTROL 

Any system of internal control is the responsibility of manage- 
ment. The purpose of the system is to provide assurance that man- 
agement policies are adhered to and that assets are safeguarded. No 
system can be considered flawless, however, in our opinion the 
system in Palermo is as adequate as could be reasonably expected 
with all part-time employees operating independently of each other. 


DEFERRED TAX REVENUES 
The National Council on Governmental Accounting in inter- 
pretation No. 3 requires that Property Tax Revenue be recognized 
only to the extent that it will be collected within sixty days following 
the year end. This is not necessarily our opinion. We did not make 
any adjustment.
